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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In the previous claim set filed 12/21/2006 claim 1 reads in lines 7-8 "the polyurethane composition being 
biodegradable within a living organism to biocompatible degradation products including the bioactive agent" but applicants proposed 
amendment would change this limitation to read "the polyurethane composition being biodegradable within a living organism to release 
the bioactive agent". This new limitation would require both new consideration and a new search because a biocompatible degradation 
product including a bioactive agent would meet the claim limitation recited in the claims filed 12/21/2006 but if the amendment were 
entered a biocompatible degradation product including a bioactive agent would not meet the new claim limitation. Also independent 
claims 27 and 69 have been amended to include the limitation of claim 2, therefore this new limitation within those independent claims 
would also require reconsideration because the scope of those claims has been changed.. 
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
